Last Novemebr Mr. Hoffman ad- 
dressed the council of the organi- 
zation for Buropean Economic co- 
operation. He advised his audience 
that congress could well reduce or 
discontinue Marshall Plan aid un- 
less there is real prospect of seeing 
some integration of their econo- 
mies by 1952.

Weather Presents 
Many Variations 


The vagaries of New England 
weather (if you don’t like it, wait 
a minute) were experienced here 
in recent days ag temperatures 
remimisent of June quickly faded 
to sub-normal levels only to rise 
again just as quickly into the 
balmy 40's, all interspersed with 
snow, rain, sleet, high winds, icy 
roads and occasional sunshine.

The erection of a ngw six-room 
elementary school buliding in the 
southern section ofthe’tewn in the 
near future is A matter to’ be con- 
sidered in connection’ 'with the 
whole school program, Roy RB. 
Hardy noted in a discussion of the 
school survey at the Memorial 
auditorium last week, ; 


A general disdussion of the pro- 
jected population gains'and birth 
trends had preceded this announce- 
ment and drew attention for the 
first time to another rapidly de- 
veloping part of Andover, 


The consultants engaged to 
make the survey recommend re- 
placement of all elementary 
schools but the Shawsheen by an 
18-room building in the center, a 
seven room building in West An- 
dover and a six or seven room 
building sometime later to replace 
the Bradlee school in Ballardvale. 


Members of the school commit- 
tee have not accepted the recom- 
mendations in their entirety. They 
are proposing for the center a new 
12-basic room building plus re- 
tention of the Stowe school of six 
rooms, and for West Andover a 
new six-basic room building. The 
new building would include a cafe- 
teria, gym and auditorium as well 
as special rooms. An article ask- 
ing for an appropriation of 
$10,000 for architect’s plans for 
the two new buildings has been 
approved by the committee for in- 
sertion in the town warrant. 


‘During the question and answer 
period several speakers asked 
why it was not proposed to have 
a new 18-room building in the 
center. One reason given was that 
such a new building might not be 
acceptable to have a few years 
from now. Another, advanced by 
Mr. Hardy, was that in a few years 
it may be that a new six-room 
building might be needed in the 
southern part of the town and 
that the 12-room for the center 
would be more flexible. Some years 
ago a district school was located 
at the corner of Main street and 
Wildwood road. At various times 
it was suggested that a 12-room 
building could be erected now with 
plans for future additions if nec- 
essary. 


Mitchell Johnson asked if the 
cost of the proposed buildings 
could not be given, Mr. Colquhoun 
replied that until the architect's 
plans had been prepared no estim- 
ate could be given on what the 
buildings would cost. 


Mr. Hardy said that from an 
architect’s journal he had taken 
a figure of $40,000 per room, yet 
recent contracts had been let in 
two places near here, one based 
upon a figure of less than $16,000 
per room and the other over 
$40,000 per room, All estimates 
include costs for everything such 
as furniture, equipment, heating, 
a gymnasium and auditorium, in 
addition to the number of class 
rooms mentioned,

The principle cannot be ques- 
tioned. But Mr. Hoffman is aware 
of the problem when he issues @ 
warning against dismissing the 
whole idea as a ‘‘merely romantic 
possibility.” For he undoubtedly 
appreciates the fact that he must 
somehow provide some sort of con- 
vincing answers to several search- 
ing questions. 

First, what guarantees are there 
that future governments would 
continue such measures, ever if 
present ones accepted them? It is 
quite possible that the British 
public will replace the Labor gov- 
ernment with a Conservative one 
at the next election. Since the Con- 
servative advocate more freedom 
in business, would they be pre- 
pared to accept a dictation on ec- 
onomic policy? Mr. Hoffman might 
reply that he is no prophet, and 
that what the’ British voter does 
is outside his control. The Conser- 
vative party might answer that if 
it did accept the risks of dictation, 
it would expect further assistance 
if integration didn’t work out. 


Second, what if capital and labor 
suffered both in, competition and 
unemployment. Could any govern- 
ment continue its political life if 
it sustained a policy which appear- 
ed to harm the voter? Or would 
the United States be prepared to 
assist it? 

Third, does integration mean 
unification of national economic 
policies on such a scale that there 
must be radical changes in the 
political and industrial structure 
of Europe? Can such changes oc- 
cur within a short period of time? 
is the United States ready to wait 
for this condition to materialize 
and ready to continue financial as- 
sistance if necessary ? 

Fourth, is there any real guar- 
antee that proposed changes in 
currency and trade restrictions 
would result in lower costs, higher 
productivity and, most important, 
a bigger dollar market? 


Andover is faced with two major 
large expenditures of money apart 
in departmental appropriations and the usual 
monetary requests made in the special articles. 


The school problem and the proposed extensions of the 
water system are based upon the necessity of keeping pace 
with the very evident growth of the town and planning for 


future expansion. 


Most voters are familiar with the school situation which 
has been well aired since the report of the consultants last 
September, and now Sidney P. White, chairman of the board 
of public works, presents a detailed explanation of the pro- 
posed plan for improvements in the water supply system which 
will mean a request for $145,000 for work the board deems 
necessary to complete this year. 


As announced in The Townsman last November 3, Mr. 
White says that for 1950 the new facilities needed are a low- 
service reservoir of six million gallons capacity at an estimated 
cost of $90,000; improvements at the Bancroft road pumping 
station estimated at $15,000; and a force’ main’ from Phillips 
street to Bancroft road, $40,000. The total of these three im- 
provements, which the. board believes are of vital importance, 
is $145,000. 

These are part of the systematic long-range program made 
in 1944 for improving and safeguarding the water system. The 
recent dry summer and fall placed an unusually heavy strain 
on the system and showed the immediate need for additional 
water storage and distributional facilities: 


Other improvements contemplated include increasing the 
pumping facilities and storage capacity of Haggetts pond, and 
the enlargement of the high-service storage and distributional 
facilities. 


These are being studied together with certain improvements 
in the sewer system which include necessary additions in 
Ballardvale. 

«Further consideration of these proposals will have to be 
given so that when the matters come before the town meeting 
next March a well-informed electorate may be prepared to 
act for the best interests of the growing town.
